Many rumorsre 
garding the saucers have come to 
our ears. and sometimes rumorscan 
be more interesting than actual 
facts. 

For instance, the rumor that 
the editor of a SF magazine is in 
contact with space spies, and be¬ 
cause of this, is under constant 
surveillance by the FBI is an 
interesting tidbit. Our inform - 
ant, a well known man in his vic¬ 
inity, asserts that this is true, 
and that said editor will soon 
have his personal freedom great¬ 
ly curtailed. One indieationthat 
this may be partly true, is that 
there has been a large influx of 
sauced- sightings in the vicinity 
of that 'editor* s home town since 
he moved to that location. Of 
course, names cannot be given for 
obvious reasons. Wo aro checking. 

The rumor referred to be Wal- 
-ter Winchell and taken up else¬ 
where in the bulletin, could very 
-weiir h a ve-sme-basis- f-for—-many 
rumors similar to that one have 
been circulating. The latest re¬ 
layed to us by a member is to the 
effect that a saucer of some type 
had landed in Texas and that poo¬ 
ls disembarked. At this writing 
we are still checking, 

Frank Edwards, Mutual news ana¬ 
lyst sponsored by the AFL, in his 
April lM-th broadcast announced— 
that he has it from the authority 
of the big brass at the Pentagon 
(Air Force) that the general be¬ 
lief among them is that the sau¬ 
cers are interplanetary vehicles 
and that contact has been attemp¬ 
ted, He also said that last Sep¬ 
tember an attempt was made to 
contact a saucer hovering over an 
undisclosed military base in Mary 
land. The attempt was made by 
means of ’shooting* the * saucer 
with a radar beam,- 

The saucer was at a very high 
altitude, and when the beam was 
trained on it, it wobbled. 

Military men present could not 
discern whether the movement was 
a sign of recognation, or whether 
the radar beam affected the con¬ 
trols or power supply of the 
craft. 

Perhaps this last should not 
be included in the Grapevine, for 
Mr, Edwards is known for his hon¬ 
esty and the authenticity of the 
data brought forth on his pro¬ 
gram, However, as it has not 
been confirmed, (and though it 


has not been denied) it must 
be treated as a rumor. 

The following rumor was for¬ 
warded by a well-known astron- 

* omer who in our mind is a fino 
honest and intelligent man. Wo 
have reason to believe that he 
is probably as close to con¬ 
tact with the space men as any¬ 
one at this time. 

This person said that he had 
on reliable information thatthe 
space-ships come from three pla 
nets iriour solar system: Mars, 

•; Venus and Saturn, and a plan¬ 
et in the Wold 359 system. 

He also said that the men 
range in size from 3 to 6-§- feet 
in height, depending where they 
come from, and are well devel¬ 
oped physically and mentally. 

They con speak the major 
languages of the world, learned 
by monitoring our radio broad¬ 
casts, and have their own men 
spotted here and there all over 
the north, undetected by earth- 
men. 

Another member of APRO, re- 

• siding in New York City, wrote 
that he has reason to believe 
that he contacted a ’space spy 1 
at an atomic energy exhibit in 

: New York a year ago. He said 
the man tried to give him some 
sort of message which ho did 
not comprehend. He is still 
checking and has had the person 
under close watch for the past 
year. 

An Air Force man at Wrlght- 
Patterson Field, ina letter td 
an APRO member in Canada stated 
that a rumor making the rounds 
at W-P is that the Air Force be 
lieves space spies have been 
landed and that some earth men 
are working in close conjunc¬ 
tion with them. Those suspec¬ 
ted of interplanetary espion¬ 
age are being watched by the 
FBI.

Much has been said about the 
famous Rio d© Janeiro saucer of 
May 7, and it is doubtful that 
the blue-grey object could have 
been one of Menzcl's reflections 
or a cosmic ray balloon or con¬ 
ventional aircraft and certainly 
not hallucination, for the thing 
was seen by hundreds and the cam 
era faithfully recorded what was 
seen. • 

An INS report printed in mahy 
newspapers throughout the coun¬ 
try read thusly: (INS) May 8. 
—Pictures of a. 'flying saucer* 
which appeared near the out¬ 
skirts of Bio de Janeiro wore 
published in the newspaper Dario 
da Noito. At the * scone were 
two photographers from the news¬ 
paper Cruzerio. They were at 
Barra da Tijuca Beach on anoth¬ 
er assignment Wednesday when 
they saw what: appeared to be on 
airplane coming toward thorn* 

Photographers Ed Keffcl and 
Joao Martins shot five pictures* 
The pictures as published . show 
on object appearing somewhat 
like a pot lid with a knob- like 
protuberance in the center* The 
cameramen said tho saucer came 
in from over the sea, passed sev 
oral hundred feet over their 
heads and appeared to bo rocking 
'like a slowly falling leaf.** 
Then, they said, it made a slow 
curve, picked up speed and head¬ 
ed back to sea and disappeared* 

The cameramen said the object 
they saw was larger than a com- 
mer‘ al airplane and was round 
and wingless from what theycould 
observe. 

(INS) May 9,™the military at 
tache at the u. S. Embassy inBio 
de Janeiro Friday examinod nega¬ 
tives of five photographs taken 
of a 'flying*saucer sighted over 
Rio de Janeiro Wednesday and 
called them the best he had over 
seen of the phenomenon* Colonel 
Jack Werley Hughes and several 
Brazilian Air Force officials 
visited the office of tho news¬ 
paper 0 Cruzoric to study the 
photographs 'shot' b> tho pap¬ 
er's earneromon s Ed ICcffel and 
J oo.o Martins. Tne photographers 
told of bow they spotted the ob¬ 


ject that lookod like an air¬ 
plane coming at them, while they 
were on the outskirts of Rio* 
As tho contraption neared, it 
looked like a plane flying side¬ 
ways* The photographers then 
said that as it approached clo¬ 
ser it was an object—-perfectly 
round, wingless and absolutely 
noiseless* 

Col. Hughes expressed special 
interest in the photographers' 
statement that is was noiseless 
and concerning it's tremendous 
speed. He added:. "I have no 
doubts on tho authenticity of 
the photos taken by Keffol and 
Martins. There is no trick in 
them." 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Wo have seen 
the pictures of tho,Rio saucer 
and they aro tho clearest photos 
giving exact detail as to physi¬ 
cal characteristics. Tho side 
view (as the saucer came in from 
the sea) showed a knob on top 
as if it were the cabin, another 
circular raised portion encircl¬ 
ing the entire object, the rim 
or airfoil, and another circular 
protube ranee onJEheEbo-ttom*-

of Los Angeles pushed away his 
dinner plate some nights ago, 
wont outside to water the law#, 
looked up and saw a flying ' snu- 
ccr. 

With fireballs and other * nysA 
torious objects littering the 
sky, this sighting might not 
have caused comment if it hadn’t 
been for one thing. Sonsini,a 
tool designer for the Airosearch 
Mfg• Co., specialists inadvanced- 
aviation electronic equipment, 
grabbed a pencil and promptly 
sketched the ’out of this world* 
craft as he observed it* Says 
Sonsini:. "It was about 6:40 pm 
when I spotted it. It was about 
*+,000 feet up, about a mile, a 
mile and a half northwest. It 
was so definite it stuck outlike 
a sore thumb. It made no noise, 

I called my wife Anne, and she 
came.out and saw it, too, I went 
bo my brother Joe’s house, 
a.job analyst for Hughes 
craft and lives near, and 
rowed his binoculars. He 
his wife Julia came along, 
some friends from Rome, New York 
Mr. .and Mrs. Alfonso Mangino—he 
lb an AF vet and civilian tech¬ 
nician at Griffiths Air depot 
near his home. We all saw the 
craft. I put the binoculars on 
it and there was no doubt about 
it. It dove, climbed, hovered. 
What maneuverability! Then there 
was this dull glow around the 
fuselage and leading edges.There 
was no sun then.' 1 According to 
Sonsiii’s wife Anno: ’’It was so 
beautiful to watch. It gave you 
aii awfully funnv feeling. It 
locked human. I ran outside and 
called the police but they came 
too late-— it disappeared over 
che horizon after about twenty 
minutes.” Sonsini's sketchesshow 
the sky ship’s profile in aclimb 
it’s hatlike-full view ina dive. 
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A competent observer and no 
stranger to late model planes, 
Sonsini knows a delta-wing job 
when ho sees one. This was not 
he insists*. ’’We’ve taken a lot 
of ribbing,” says Sonsini, ”but 
wo havo also been asked serious 
questions by engineers and oth¬ 
er people* I think the public 
should" be alerted to look sky¬ 
ward. Some day people are go¬ 
ing to sec something that will 
give them an awful jolt.” 

The Wednesday, June 25 issue 
of the Chicago Daily Nows in¬ 
cluded the following disc re¬ 
port: The flying discs are re¬ 
ported back again* John Olive- 
ro, 30, a federal revenue agent 
reported he saw two ; ‘silver’ 
discs flying above his home at 
2917 N. Nordica Tuesday even¬ 
ing. They wore about 10,000 
feet up, going straight up and 
made no noise,” Olivoro said. 
”It happened about 7*30 p. m* 
I was lying on my back on the 
front lawn when I saw them. I 
shouted to my wife and neighbor 
to look what was going on,”01i- 
»vero said* Olivoro said his 
wife, Francos, 27* end thoir 
neighbor Mrs. Alberta Gregory 
2915 N» Nordica, also sax* tho 
objects. ”They wore cylindric¬ 
al in shape and showed no va¬ 
por trail,” Olivero said. 

Texarkana, Texas was tho 
scene of a saucer sighting Fri 
day, June 27, and the report 
shox^ed up on the front page of 
the TEXARKANA GAZETTE Saturday, 
June 28 , 1952 as foil ox/s 2 Tex¬ 
arkana was visited by a ’flying 
. saucer’ at 5*59 Friday, - vox/s 
• eye-witness Clifton Spears of 
Ih- 09 W. 4-th, and ”it wasn’t 
just one of those ordinary kind 
either,” he maintained, "It was

On Wednesday, May 21 Yours 
Truly had the honor of viewing 
the sturgeon Bay flying saucer 
which brought shivers to the 
backs cf many who observed it. 

First spotted by a tavern ow¬ 
ner at Fish Creek, Wisconsin, at 
6130 p. m. - it was officiallyrc- 
ported to the Door County Advo¬ 
cate, a semi-weekly newspaper at 
?t 05 by Bill Beckstron, Supt. of 
Peninsula State Park at Fish 
Creek. Your oditor was just 
rounding the corner at Michigan 
end Third and noticed a . group 
of people in front of the Advo¬ 
cate office watching the sky to 
the northeast. One person in 
the crowd said, ‘Hero comes the 
flying saucer expert—ask her 
what it is.* 

I didn't-coramit myself until 
I had called the man at the po¬ 
lice transmitter, and had him . 
notify county officers in the 
northern part of the county* The 
officers, Dan O'Hern of the Door 
County Police and Harry Londo of 
tho Sturgeon Bay City Police 
Force, reported back that tho 
thing was at a 60 degree ■ angle 
northeast of them, but fairly 
clear. With the aid of a pair 
of binoculars, they they observe 
tho object and described it as 
being almost round with a pair 
of round, what appeared to be 
ports omitting brilliant rod 
light that hurt the eyes when 
watching them. At Sturgeon Bay 
tho thing was at a 45 degree an¬ 
gle. oval in shape with a rod 
glow along tho belly of it* The 
object was proceeding northeast. 

Mr. L. J. Lorenzcn, a radio 
engineer and no slouch at math, 
made a conservative estimate of 
the size and altitude of tho ob¬ 
ject, using Sturgeon Bay and 
Fish Creek as angles by which to 
compute, and arrived at a con¬ 
clusion of about 350 feet in di¬ 
ameter, and at least 25 miles up 
above earth. Lorenzcn said that 
the size of the thing, and it’s 
erratice movement (a zig-zag NE 
course) takes it out of tho bal¬ 
loon realm • 

On Thursday, May 22, Louis 
Chamolain, publicity mouthpiece 
for General Mills in Minneapolis 
issued a statement that the 
obioct was ‘probably 1 a balloon, 
.for one had been sent up that 
noming and 'could' have been o- 
vor 0jor County at-the time it 
was observed here. Nothing def¬ 
inite, of course, just tho us¬ 


ual bunk, Since then. Mr* Lor- 
enzen has recomputed the angles 
involved, uSing Washington Is¬ 
land as a now point of tho tri¬ 
angle, for it was probably a lot 
farther Norther than previously 
assumed. His now estimate put 
the altitude at 32 miles, and an 
approximate 500 feet in diamet¬ 
er. Too high and too big for a 
balloon, even a General Mills 
job. AN INTERESTING SIDELINE ON 
THIS SIGHTING j As if someone is 
trying to prove we're nuts up 
here, a balloon-shaped thing, of 
flimsy plastic composition, lan¬ 
ded in Sturgeon Bay Wednesday , 
July 2, six weeks after the sau¬ 
cer was seen. No identification 
marks—just a big blob of plas¬ 
tic full of what looked like bu¬ 
llet holes.Is the Air Force send 
ing out cheap imitations just to 
lend crcdcnco to their hackneyed 
explanation that the saucers arc 
in actuality just big balloons? 

ThcApril 12 issue of tho Mil¬ 
waukee Journal carried e news 
story of objects sighted by J.J. 
Kaliszcwski, supervisor of bal¬ 
loon manufacture for the Gener¬ 
al Mills research 1aboratoricsin 
October, 1951* He-said:"I'm not 
going to say what they were be¬ 
cause I haven't the slightest i- 
doa. I can't say there wore fly 
ing saucers, and I can't say 
they were space-ships* - All I 
can say is ’ that they Were 
strange. I had never seen them 
before and, so far as I know 
they have never been idbntificdl* 

Kaliszowski goes on to des¬ 
cribe the two sightings he had 
made.’ He said it was 10 a* m* 
October 10, 1951 about ten miles 
cast of St. Croix Falls, Wis, 
that ho made his fisst*sighting# 
With ICaleszcwski was Jack Donag- 
huc, member of the Genral Mills 
flight operation crew. Kalizew- 
ski saw an object crossing the 
skies from cast to west, high¬ 
er and beyond tho balloon they 
were tracking. 

Kaliszowski*s plane was at 
6,000 feet, and he said the ob¬ 
ject crossed above and beyondtho 
balloon, from oast to west very 
rapidly. First it came in in a 
slight dive, levelling off for a 
bout a minute and slowing down, 
then going into a sharp lofttum 
accelerating, and then it disap¬ 
peared. ICaliszcwski and Donag- 
hue observed the object for a- 
bout two minutes and it crossed 
through an arc of about 40 to 50 
degrees. The thing had a pecul¬ 
iar glow, no vapor trail, and 
from past' experience,ICaleszcwski

was made at 6i30 a, m. October 
11, 1951 and he was accompanied 
at the time by Dick Reilly* crow 
member. They were flyirig ' at 
10,000 feet, observing a bal¬ 
loon when they saw ..a brightly 
glowing object to the southwest 
cf the university airport* Kal¬ 
is zowski and Reilly were a few 
miles north of Minneapolis and 
heading east. The object was 
moving from east to west at a 
very high rate of speed and very 
high. They tried keeping the 
ship on a constant course and 
using the reinforctig member of 
the windshield as a point. The 
object moved past this member at 
about 5 dogroes per second. It , 
seemed to have a halo around it 
end a dark undersurface. 

It erbssed rapidly and then 
slowed down and started to.climb 
in lazy circles slowly* It was 
like a falling oak loaf inver¬ 
ted, It went_ through-theso gy¬ 
rations for a couplo of minutes, 
Kaliozewski and Really watched 
it for approximately five min¬ 
utes, They could not describe 
it's size because at the time 
they did not have the balloon in 
sight for a comparison. 

Shortly after this sighting, 
Kaiiszewski and Reilly saw an¬ 
other saucer which approached 
from the west and disappeared in 
to the east* It left no vapor 
trail end neither did the oth- 
ere. The tracking station at 
the university airportwas called 
end the observers there got a 
glimpse of the objects, but they 
couldn't koep tho theodolites go 
ing fast enough to keep thorn in 
tho field of thoir instruments, 
.Kaiiszewski concluded* "I real¬ 
ize the people have been call¬ 
ing such objects flying saucers 
but I think they use thet torn 
for lack of a better word* The 
fact is, we don't know what they 
are. The U. S. Air Force was 
notified of our observations but 
I don't know what the Air Force 
has to say about thorn." 

On his AFL sponsored news 
program april 17, Frank Edwards 
of Mutual reported tho sighting 
of a. strrngo, higo, bright oval 
object by two pilots at Bonson, 
Arizona, The object was esti¬ 
mated to bo at 70„000 foot, five 
tines larger than a B-29, no 
/rings, and very luminous* It ho¬ 


vered in the sky for one hour, 
and was seen by hundreds of ob¬ 
servers, 

Tho abovo report was one of 
many 'exclusives' in the saucer 
mystery brought forth by Mr* Ed¬ 
wards, and which received little 
or no play in tho newspapers. 

At 11 o'clock on the night 
of June 23, four young people 
driving along tho Bay Shore 
Drive just out of Sturgeon Bay 
observed a brilliant blue light 
and a rod one going through 
queer maneuvers in the sky. Tho 
persons who made the observation 
said that the lights, which ap¬ 
peared in the southeast, were 
hovering together in tho sky 
when they wore first spotted, 
and at minute and a half inter- 
. vals (they timed then) would sop 
arato, go to opposite horizons, 
(northeast and southwest) disap¬ 
pear and then reappear again. 

This prococdurc kept up for 
about twenty minutes, then tho 
lights just 'went out f . 

Members of National Head¬ 
quarters have questioned the wit 
ncssos to this phenomena, and 
as nearly as can be ascertained, 
the only deviations in the stor¬ 
ies of tho young pooplo (17, 18, 
18 and 19) was that one of them 
maintained that one light was 
red end one light white, which 
can bo accounted for tho the dif 
ferencc in color comprehension 
among different individuals. 

A 'fireball* seen from Mil¬ 
waukee and Stevens' Point, Wis¬ 
consin has boon causing consid¬ 
erable speculation throughout 
Wisconsin of late. Tho follow¬ 
ing, regarding the phenomena 
was taken from tho Green Bay 
Press Gazette, June 28 * 'The 
Milwaukee Astronomical Society, 
in cooperation with several oth¬ 
er groups, is attempting to 
trace tho movement of a fire¬ 
ball reported soon over north¬ 
ern Wisconsin Saturday night at 
approximately 11 o'clock. In 
connection with it's survey, the 
society asks that anyone who 
saw the meteor communicate with 
Edward Halbach, 2971 South 52nd 
St., Milwaukee, 15, Wis, 

This would put the sighting 
at 11 p. m, Saturday, June 26 . 
Tho National Director contacted 
Mr. Halbach by phone immediately 
upon reading tho article, and 
learned that they are not sure 
what the thing was. She also 
learned that the society consid¬ 
ers tho theory that some of tho 
aerial phenomena are space vchi-

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cles, to bo a. sound one, ■ Mrs* 
Loronzen offered the cooperation 
of APl-iO in any of. the future 
sightings, and by neons of ra¬ 
dio end newspaper tried to con¬ 
tact anyone who night have seen 
the fiery object* This brought 
no results, and leads one to the 
conclusion that the fireball was 
controlled, for it cane over Mil 
waukoe from the northeast, and

OLD, HITHERTO UNPUBLICIZED SAUCER 
SIGHTINGS 

The following was submitted 
by Ross Graham, APRO member 
of Burbank, California! 

December 30, 1951 at 11*30 
p# m# at Venice Blvd# and Flower 
St. in Los Angeles, I saw a fast 
moving blue light flash on and 
off once only* Speed much grea¬ 
ter than airplane, perhaps as 
much as meteor. Appeared as a 
line, duo to visual persistence* 
Color clear intense blue, exact¬ 
ly that of a blue neon tube half 
a block away, and having notice¬ 
able width# The turning on and 
off was sharp (ho fading out). 
Length of path (while lit) about 
8 'degrees (a four-inch pencil 
held at arm’s lenth, or 27 in¬ 
ches)# No curvature of path 
seen* Apparent angle of path a- 
bout 30 degrees from horizontal, 
downward to the right# Direction 
about southwest and 45 degrees a 
bove the horizon# Nothing heard 
(city noises Very low)# A sub¬ 
sequent flash would be hidden by

In October of 1951 > Mr. John 
Schopf of Algoma, Wisconsin ob¬ 
served a saucer-shaped object a- 
bout 8 p. m. in the evening# It 
was dark and Mr. Schopf was go¬ 
ing from Lincoln to Algoma, and 
coning d.oi-m a hill which over¬ 
looked Lake Michigan# Ho had a 
visa? on ii?s automobile, so the 
object was emir,.-.- low to be seen 
at all. by Urn* He said it was 
going rorthor.st very slowly, 
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and banked at a 30 degree angle# 
The color, he said, was aluminum 
and Mr. Scbpf further described 
the thing as having the appear¬ 
ance of a lightbulb painted sil¬ 
ver, with light shining through# 
It disappeared out over Lake 
{Michigan# 

In July, 1951, Mr.Harlow Nel¬ 
son of Sister Bay, Wisconsin ob¬ 
served an orange-red fireball 
going in an easterly direction 
about noon# The object was 
round, appeared to be about ton 
inches in diameter, with glasses 
and two inches without.The speed 
of the object was very fast and 
the thing was easily scon a- 
•gainst a clear blue sky. 

The May 11, issue of the Oak¬ 
land. California Tribune fea¬ 
tured an article about saucer 
sightings in Oakland in 1896# 

The articles were taken from 
the back files of the Tribune* 
-The first was a. huge, * birdlike' 
form which was sighted on Sun¬ 
day, November 22* 1896 at 7*30 
p. m* From the head of the ob¬ 
ject a stream of light pro¬ 
jected several hundred feet# 
Witnesses said that when fifst' 
seen it seemed to be floating 
over San Leandro, moved rapid¬ 
ly, at least 20 miles per hour, 
(fantastic speed-in those days) 
It shot across the sky in the 
northwest, then turned quickly 
and-disappeared in the direct 
tion of Haywards. Later, it 
Was found that though none of 
the witnesses know each other, 
but that their stories wore 
startlingly similar. 

On the same day, residents 
of Rod Bluff, Chico and Loos- 
villc saw the mysterious ob¬ 
ject# It 1/a.s sighted at Red 
Bluff at 7 p# m* moving south¬ 
westerly over the mountainsand 
shortly thereafter was seen by 
residents of Chico, It re¬ 
turned to Red Bluff, continued 
on to Lecsville, Where it was 
seen to make several turns and 
then go back toward Red Bluff 
again# The theory tha t it was 
a star wan rejected becauso of 
it‘s distinctly rocking mo¬ 
tion# 

Astronomers who hadn’t seen 
the thing said it was probably 
Venus or Mars. The object was 
moving ’in the teeth of the 
wind*, which was impossible ■* 
for a balloon in those days# 
Throe men who saw the thing at 
8 and 8«30 that evening said 
no light was visible, merely 
the weirdly peculiar body a- 
gainst a clear sky#

tail ft least ICO feet lohg in
